ALL Means To PREVENT It.—We are 
informed by telegrahp and late New 
York papersthat the whole North is in 
one wild field of excitement on account 


of the fearful epidemic which has for 
the past few days broken out among 
horses. 

In some small townsand neighborhoods 
not one has beer left, and in the city 
ot New York, ten thousand were stricken 
down on yesterday. Now to the point, 
let us all be on the look out and not let 
one Northern horse, uifder any pretext 
whatever, enter our State. Drovers are 
already on the way with cheap stock— 
and will before we are aware of the 
danger spread ruin and devastation jo 
our yet poor old State. 

Sooner than have a Northern horse in 
our stable, we would caress a mad dog 
and bring him in our household. Our 
language may be strong, but the occa- 


sion fully demands it. 
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Tuz Fair or tue Cano.inas.—The 
News reporter did not reach the Pai 
of the Carolinas, at Charlotte, till Thurs- 
day morning. The almost incessant 


rain of the day and night previous ren- 
dered the grounds almost impassable, 
and the coutinuance of the rain during 
the day only added tothe “ muck and 
mire’’ The rain, bad roads and high 
waters prevented the attendance of the 
country people and many from tac lines 
of the railroad, but considering the 
serious disadvantagesa large crowd was 
in attendance. 

We first visited the poultry coops, ard 
found the exhibition highly creditable. 
Game chickens of various stocks, large 
Cochin China’s, still larger Brama, enor- 
mour Shanghai’s and very diminutive 
Bantams, with a slight sprinkling of 
Hybrids and Guinea towls, made up the 
show of chickens. Ducks, geese, tur 
keys and pea-fowls of every breed and 
variety conciuded the pouitry show. 
We next visited the Farmer's depart- 
ment where the cotton Was in bloom, 
corn on the stalk, tobacco in the leaf, 
wheat in the head, and barley, oats, flax 
seed, &c., in the bag. Inthis cdepart- 
ment the show was unusually large and 
the contestants numerous. We regret 
that lack ot space will not admit of our 
giving a detailed sccount of the large 
number ef entries. 

Passing the long row of Sewing Ma- 
chines, the operators of which were 
busily plying their needles and tongues, 
we entered the Horticultural Depart- 
ment, where we enjoyed the sight of big 
pumkins, squashes, beets, radishes, cym- 
lins, potatoes, cabbage, egg plants, in 
short, every vegetable that grows, and 
every variety of the same. In this de- 
partment, 8. T. Mickey, of Salem, ex- 
hibited a larg@varicty of wines, as also 
A. C. Hege, of Lexington. Mr. Mickey 
infurms us that from six acres of grape 
vines planted only a few years since, he 
realized the past season 2,540 gallons of 
superior wine, which, when the sugar 
was added increased the quantity to 10 
per cent. His wine isin demand, a.d 
commands a ready sale at good figures. 
Considering the fact that the poorer the 
land the better the vineyard, we should 
think Mr. Mickey’s success would in- 
duce others to follow in this profitable 
business. Also in this department, Natt. 
Atkinson, Esq., of Buncombe, had on 
exhibition 65 varieties of mountain 
apples, the finest we ever saw. Lindley, 
of Guilford, also presented a fine show 
of the same. 

Our next round was through Floral 
Hall, where every thing that usually 
adorns this department was neatly ar- 
ranged and inthe greatest profusion. 
We would be pleased to mention each 
and every article on exhibition, but 
time and space forbidding, we will only 
refer to those to which our attention 
was specially called by the very atten- 
tive and polite lady managers. Wesaw 
laces that were made in the mountains, 
from flax made and spun in the State, 
which they (the ladies) pronounced to 
be very superior both in quality and 
design. Next we sawa piece of Honi- 
ton lace made by Mrs. Lucas, a resident 
of Charlotte, and nearly eighty years 
old, which even “ye local” could see 
was first rate. A veil was next shown 
us, made by a lady in one of the upper 
counties from silk raised and spun by 
herself many years ago, it is well worth 
seeing, if one takes an interest in the 
manner in which our grandmothers 
covered their faces. The Moravian Fe- 
male School, at Salem, also sent down 
quite a large list of articles made by its 
pupils, showing that something else is 
taught young ladics there, besides to 
sing “who willcare for mother now,” 
while the old lady is in the kitchen. 

A lady from Salem also sent down a 
quantity of sewing silk of all shades 
and colors. There were several other 
articles of a silken texture that we have 
forgotten. 

Mrs. W. Martin had a very handsonie 
muff and tippet made of swan’s down. 
The ladies of Mecklenburg were not 
behind either in the number or beauty 
of their entries, whether for ornament 
oruse. A rag carpet made by Mrs Bax 
ter Moore, of that county, was particu- 
larly admired. The embroideries and 
fancy articles, show that the young 
ladies of that section do not keep their 
fingers idle. 

Our next visit was to the Art Gallery, 
where we found the lovers of art, 
admiring the paintings, both oil and 
water colors, photographs, and shell 
work. Two oil painters by Mrs, 
Richardson, in leather frames made by 
Miss McDaniel, were scarcely less*admir- 
ed than the splendid, painting “Laxe 
Killarney” by Mrs. J. E. Brown which 
we mentioned yesterday. Rufus Mor- 
gan of this city, had on exhibition a 
splendid collection ot photographed 
landscape views of the various points ol 
interest in the French Broad River, 
Paint Rock, and public buildings of this 
city. 

Mr. Van Ness of Charlotte also 
exhibited some first rate views of 
Charlotte and Fair,Grounds. From dil- 
ferent standpoints in this collection are 
several views of the Stowe factory of 
that city. 

Mr. Baumgarten also has a very jarge 
number of photographs, many of which 
were highiy complimented. 

Among the feather designs can be 
seen a first rate hit on the “powers that 
be’—called “a government official on 
the grab,” it is a jlarge,hawk in the act 
of seizing a chicken. 

We noticed a large bunch of grasses 
containing some seventy five varieties, 
also across made from all the grasses 
grown in Meclenburg county. 

In the glass case containing the 
tributes of respect to Gen. Jackson is a 
verv handsome book presented to Mrs. 
Jackson by Neil McNeil, Glasglow, 
Scotland, as a testimonial of the high 
regard heentertained for the General ; 
also a fine cushion made by the Nuns, 
of Parkersbuig, Va., and presented to 


Mrs. Jackson. 

The most attractive feature of this 
devartment was the shell monument 
made by a lady of Missouri, and pre- 
sented in the name of the ladies of that 
State to Mrs. Gen. Jackson. I. is about 
feet in length, mounted on a 
beautiful black walnut stand, embossed 
in gold. On the base were written, 
beautiful and appropriate inscriptions,

The exhibition of Agricuitural im- 
plements was large and the contest spir- 
ited. Plows of every style and variety, 
corn sheliers, mowers, threshing ma- 
chines, barrows, rakes, steam engines, 
saw mills, &c. We observed particu- 
larly a very small brandy distillery, that 
could be placcd upon the stove while 
breakfast was being cooked, and the 
“mornina’s drink” made in time to take 
before the meal. Our Temperance 
friends will rejoice at this new inven- 
tion, as it is said the brandy made there 
from will not intoxicate (if you don’t 
drink teo much) and headache does not 
follow. 

The show of horses, mules, cattle 
and hogs was good, but on account of 
the exceedingly inclement weather 
could not parade the track. 

All in all, the Second Annual Fair of 
the Carolinas Wasa vrand and crown- 
ing success, and the managers deserve 
credit for their skillful efforts to render 
it so.

The Weather in New YorkeeSpread 

of the Horse Malady. 

New York, Oct. 25. 

The weather this morning is very 
damp and foggy. 
The horse disease is now spreading to 
every stable in the city. Symptoms of 
the contagion are visible on almost every 
horse on the streets. The stage and 
street-car lines arc continuing to lessen 
their trips. At about eight last even- 
ing there was not a stage on Broadway. 
This morning that thoroughfare seems 
to be almost without vehicles. It is 
altogether calculated that about 18,000 
horses are now afilict:d, The animals 
attacked day belv:c yesterday have 
generally exhibited v.orse features, and 
it seems evident, that dating cases from 
Monday or Sunday the crisis can yet 
hardly be said to have arrived. The 
continued working ot afflicted horses is 
beginning <o tell in rapid increase ot 
dangerous cases. Not many deaths have 
been reported as yet, but it is known 
that deaths are occurring. 
It is the opinion of veterinary sur- 
geons that perhaps the cases may not 
prove fatal, but that horses will suffer 
gome time from weakness. The Sani- 
tary Committee reported to the Board 
of Health yesterday that the disease, 
though general, is not fatal or conta- 
gious. The course of it seems to be, 
say, Friday the animal appears sick, 
Saturday worse, Sunday malady attain- 
ed its climax, Monday the horse im- 
proves, and on Tuesclay is almost iit for 
work, 

The effect on business is noticed to 
have been very severely felt, and already 
the cost of draying and cartage in some 
instances has arisen to war prices.

Great Speech of R. M. T. Hunter in 
Richmond, Tuesday—The Danger 


of Imperialism—Eloquent 
Exhortation. 


From the Dispatch we copy portions 
of the able and eloquent speech of Hon, 
R. M. T. Hunter, Virginia’s great 
politician and statesman, 
elivered betore the Grecley clubs of 
that city Tuesday evening last. After 
some preliminary remarks, Mr, [unter 
proceeded to show how the concentra 
tion of power in the General Govern- 
ment must end in monarchy. LEntrust- 
ing the President to declare martial law 
over the South in time of peace was to 
make him a dictator, Once dictator 
over the Southywhat becomes of liberty 
in the rest of the United States? * * 
If the inferior elements of society are to 
be put over the superior, if the places of 
honor and high trusts of government 
are to be putin the hands of those who 
are incapacitated from want of charac- 
ter and information of discharge their 
duties properly, what is to become of 
the people under their control, who will 
look to the occupants of such places as 
examples to be avoided and not follow- 
ed? What must become in the end of 
the spirit and character of such a peo- 
ple from a continuation of the Ku Klux 
legislation, and after a long course of 
such treatment from those who really 
control them, in which they see nothing 
so evident as a design to degrade them 
and destroy their self-respect? If we 
are to judge the future by the past, 
have we a right to expect any other 
than these results if General Grant and 
his party should be continued in 
power? is all this 
involved as a consequence of 
the great political contest which 
in a few days will be decided? 
Was there as much difference to Euro- 
pean civilization between the wild and 
yet uneducated Teuton and Celt and the 
Saracen of that day as there is to South. 
ern Civilization between the Radical and 
the party supporting Greeley at the 
present time? If we elect Mr. Greeley 
do we not know that we shall place in 
power a man and a party who will treat 
the South justly and kindly? that 
under such rule the South will enjoy 
real peace, with none to make her peo- 
ple afraid so long as they do their duty 
and violate no laws, but that each man 
may repose in quiet under the shadow 
of his own vine and fig tree, without 
any apprehension of being drag 
ged to a Northern prison, not 
to remedy any wrong, but to ac- 
complish a political purpose—a_pur- 
pose, perhaps, of hate and revenge? If 
we put this leader and this party in the 
rule, does any man donbt that we sha‘l 
stay the further progress of the concen- 
tration of all power in the hands of the 
Central Government, and the further 
tendency towards imperialism in our 
political institutions, if, indeed, the 
two things be the same, as we have 
always been taught to believe, until the 
people can be brought up to the rescue ? 
In such acontest as thiscan any Vir- 
ginian doubt as to the side he will take ? 
Remember, it is a question of popular 
rights—aye, of American liberty itself. 
Can any man doubt where Virginia will 
stand in such acontest asthis? But 
are we to be told that we will not accept 
honest and powerful assistance in this 
great and good work because there 
are some old scars to be first 
settled? For one, I will do no such 
thing. I will raise no question of in- 
demnity for the past if they will give 
the security for the future for the just 
and kind treatment of the South, and 
tor the discontinuance of those measures 
that threaten so much to American 
liberty. If he will do these things, he
